D ear S ir: — 
Will kindly ask th a t you publish 
the following in your daily paper. 
In an article of The News dated 
August 17, R epresentative Charles 
L. Eckert of Beaver voted for th e 
bill passed by the house of represen­ 
tatives which places production of 
potatoes under control of the fed­ 
eral governm ent. 
The bill vests the secretary of 
agriculture w ith power to tell each 
farm er how m any potatoes he may 
grow for sale. 
Only those produc­ 
ing less th an five bushels are ex­ 
em pt. 
Farm ers growing for sale 
more 
potatoes 
th an 
th eir 
quota 
allows m ust pay a federal tax of 
45c per bushel on all potatoes sold. 
Each farm er will be told how m any 
potatoes he will be allow’ed to grow 
and sell. Will the farm ers stand for 
the above or get organized and use 
some judgm ent for the good of the 
farm er?

Dear sir: 
In th e issue of the News of August 
27 there appeared a letter by a m em ­ 
ber of the Lawrence County B ar as­ 
signing certain reasons W’hy the vot­ 
ers should authorize the calling of 
a constitutional convention at the 
coming prim ary election. 
One of the reasons assigned was 
to authorize the enactm ent of laws 
to provide com pensation to employes 
contracting 
occupational 
diseases, 
such as asbestosis, m iner’s asthm a, 
industrial tuberculosis or silicosis, 
and stating th a t the present con­ 
stitution does not authorize such 
legislation. 
If the w riter of th is letter had 
referred to Sec. 21 of Art. 3 of the 
C onstitution 
of 
P ennsylvania, he 
would have learned th a t it specific­ 
ally authorizes th e general assembly 
to enact law’s requiring the paym ent 
by em ployers of com pensation to 
employees for injuries arising in the 
course of em ploym ent and also for 
occupational diseases of employes. 
This authority was given the gen­ 
eral assembly by an am endm ent to 
the constitution, adopted on Nov. 
2, 1915, so th a t for tw enty years the 
legislature have had the constitu­ 
tional authority to enact such legis­ 
lation. 
A nother reason assigned was to 
enable the reduction of the burden 
of taxation on real estate. 
This 
burden 
has 
already 
been 
partly relieved by the state taking 
over the m aintenance of township 
roads and increasing the appropria­ 
tion for support of the schools, and 
can fu rth er be accom plished w ithout 
a new’ constitution. 
One of the best m ethods to ac­ 
complish this purpose would be for 
governm ental authorities to practice 
economy, rath er th an to seek excuses 
for spending the people’s money. 
It is well understood th a t the u n ­ 
derlying reason why certain inter 
ests in the state are so anxious for 
a constitutional convention, is to 
provide 
authority 
for 
borrowing 
money and increasing the indebted­ 
ness of the state, which the present 
constitution does not perm it to the 
extent desired. 
If the voters of Pennsylvania are 
wise, they will not take the chance 
of giving th a t authority at a tim e 
when there prevails in certain q uar­ 
ters, the thought th a t good govern­ 
m ent consists in spending all the 
m oney th a t can be raised by tax a ­ 
tion, and borrowing to the lim it of 
the authority given. 
It m ay be th a t there are some 
provisions in our present constitu­ 
tion th a t require am endm ent, but if 
so, these defects can be corrected in 
the deliberate m anner provided for 
am ending the fundam ental law. 
The S tate G range of Pennsylvania 
is to be comm ended for taking a 
leading part in advocating a policy 
of th rift and economy, instead of 
unlim ited spending by governm ental 
authorities.

HARRISBURG, Aug. 29. — The 
acre yield of all im portant field 
crops in Pennsylvania this year will 
be above the five-year average, ac­ 
cording to the latest estimates of

federal-state 
crop 
reporting 
service. 
There have been few seasons in 
recent years more 
favorable 
for 
crop production than the present 
one, agricultural officials said. Usu­ 
ally a few7 of the 
crops are hit by 
adverse conditions in even the most 
favorable 
seasons, so that 
some 
yields fall below’ the average. 


HARRISBURG. 
Pa.— Pennsyl­ 
vania fanners and poultrymen will 
benefit from the new State fresh 
eggs law’ in several days according 
to Secretary of Agriculture J. H an­ 
sel! French. 
This law, which becomes effec­ 
tive September 1. will protect Penn­ 
sylvania producers from im porta­ 
tions of low quality product 
and 
bring about an increased demand 
for the fresh locally produced eggs. 
It is also expected to increase the 
prive level for “fresh eggs” 
com­ 
pared with eggs of unknown qual­ 
ity. 
To gain these benefits however, 
the fanners must produce and sell 
eggs th at will meet the 
minimum 
requirements of the law’ for “fresh 
eggs.” This will require the utmost 
care in the production and handling 
of eggs. The producers also must 
sell to dealers who are buying and 
selling “fresh eggs” as defined by 
the law’. Unless the dealer is hand­ 
ling “fresh eggs” the consumer will 
likely 
be 
paying for eggs of un­ 
known quality and the producer will 
consequently get less for his pro­ 
duct. 
State m arketing specialists give 
the following three im portant points 
for farm ers to keep in mind in pro­ 
ducing eggr for sale as “fresh eggs”. 
<i> gather eggs at least twice daily; 
(2) keep eggs in cool, clean place be­ 
low 65 degrees F; (3) sell eggs at 
least twice a week. Farmers are ad­ 
vised to consult their county farm 
agent for additional suggestions. 
At least five other eastern states 
including New Jersey. Marylnd and 
New York have fresh eggs laws in 
effect at this time.
